
Didsbury becomes an ACE in community building

Didsbury’s launch as an AUK community was to be 
kicked off today with meetings of municipal leaders, 
youth, and the community to begin focusing on building a 
stronger rural community. 

The town has recently been selected as one of 10 
Active, Creative, Engaged (ACE) communities across 
Alberta to help enhance life in the community through 
active participation in community building. 

The designation comes with $10,000 cash and about 
$50,000 worth of training and in-kind donations and 
access to a community coach from the Alberta Recreation 
and Parks Association, who w ill lend assistance in build¬ 
ing various community projects and programs. 

The unique aspect of ACE programs is that they will be 
driven by the citizens, rather than from government. 

To launch the community effort, lan Hill, an ACE 
ambassador, business leader, social entrepreneur and 
award-winning philanthropist was to be in Didsbury 
today to meet with town officials and other community 
leaders. 

He is scheduled to make a presentation this evening in 
the Multi-Purposwe Room where he will talk about how 
to become a leader in the community. 

"Ian is a dynamic, passionate presenter, that after much 
research about our community, will speak to the soul of 
Didsbury and what our residents truly want it to be,” said 


community services coordinator Nicole Aasen. 

Hill was in Okotoks, Olds, Sangudo, Sylvan Lake and 
Leduc County last week, 
and is travelling to five 
more ACE-recongized 

Alberta communities this 
week, including Didsbury. 

While in Olds last week, 

Hill said because of the 
Olds Strategic 

Sustainability Plan, the 
town is already in a great 
position to make the com¬ 
munity stronger. 

“You guys are on t he lead¬ 
ing edge,” he said, noting 
the town is farther along in 
community-building than 
many of the 128 communi¬ 
ties he has visited across 
Canada over the last three 
years to spread his mes¬ 
sage of community-build¬ 
ing capacity. 

Hill said that while resi¬ 
dents of Olds are fortunate to live in a country with as 
many rights as Canada, with those rights come responsi¬ 
bilities to oneself, families, neighbours and the next gen¬ 
eration. 


He said while there are many problems that must be 
overcome to build stronger communities, such as drug 
use among young people, economic disadvantage of 
entire communities, or lack of recreational facilities for 
youth, they can and should be overcome by people get¬ 
ting involved in one issue they believe in. 

“Community must be fought for,” he said, noting that 
community is a moral concept rather than proximity of 
individuals. 

Hill also talked about the capacity of seeing tomorrow 
as better than yesterday and taking initiative to make it 
happen — the definition of a leader. 

“Nothing great can happen without the seeds of belief,” 
he said. 

In closing his presentation in Olds, Hill challenged peo¬ 
ple to make a commitment to an issue or cause they feel 
passionate about and to take small steps toward realizing 
change. 

Following his presentation. Hill said he was invited to 
participate as an ACE ambassador by the project director 
Brenda I lerchmer. 

"When I reviewed the goals and objectives I could see it 
was something great for the citizens of Alberta so I’m . . 
proud to be involved," he said. 

Hill resides in both the Oshawa, Ontario area and in 
Nevada. He currently is involved with the Ix-t Them Be 
Kids project that helps communities throughout North 
America and around the world by building playgrounds, 
skate parks and other facilities for disadvantaged youth.

Neither the lack of snow 
nor the turmoil in global 
financial markets stopped 
Didsbury shoppers from 
crowding the streets last 
Friday for the single 
largest in-town shopping 
extravaganza event of the 
year. 

Streets were crowded 
with Christmas shoppers 
and locals just out to ei\joy 
the sights and sounds of 
the festivities of this year’s 
Didsbury Country 

Christmas hosted by the 
chamber of commerce. 

While the ‘economic cri¬ 
sis' looms overhead, many 
local merchants said they 
did not sense that shop¬ 
pers were limiting their 
budget on Christmas shop¬ 
ping 

“We did much better 
especially that they didn’t 
have the roads closed,” 
said Stella MacFarlane, 
manager of Fashions on 
Main, referring to last 
year’s road closure. “We 
made our numbers back 
and then some." 

MacFarlane said she did 
not see any effect from the 
crisis. 

“I find people to he more 
supportive,” she said. 


A group from Calgary 
that comes every year had 
booked rooms at the hotel 
and was expected to make 
use of local restaurants, 
she said. 

In response to the tur¬ 
moil in global financial 
markets, and the impact on 
oil prices and exchange 
rates, The Conference 
Board of Canada updated 
its previously-released 
Canadian Outlook 
Autumn 2008, last week. 

The revised forecast 
calls for Canada’s econo¬ 
my to grow by just 1.5 per 
cent in 2000 (compared to 
2.2 per cent), as a reces¬ 
sion-plagued U.S. economy 
takes its toll north of the 
border. 

“High resource prices 
have bolstered Canadians' 
real income for six years, 
including 2008. In 2000, 
this source of strength will 
evaporate,” said Pedro 
Antunes, CBC’s director of 
national and provincial 
forecast. “Still, Canada is 
expected to skirt a reces¬ 
sion in 2000. Although the 
economy in general is 
slowing, it is still growing." 

The Conference Board 
forecasts real GDP growth 
in the United States to be 
just 0.5 per cent in 2000. 
Due to the effect of low 


consumer confidence, 
combined with significant 
losses in wealth following 
the drop in home prices 
and stock values, real U.S. 
household spending will 
contract for five consecu¬ 
tive quarters, until late 
2009, according to 
Antunes. 

MacFarlane felt that the 
economic concent was pri¬ 
marily because it was 
American based and the 
fears have flowed over to 


Canada because it is a 
topic that is constantly 
being repeated. 

Ulla-la Boutiques’ Ursula 
Krebs echoed MacFarlane. 
“(There has been) no slow¬ 
down, even before all this,” 
she said adding the last 
shopper left her shop 
Friday at 12:15 a.ni. 

Krebs said pan of the 
success of Country 
Christmas this year had to 
do with the nice weather (- 
2 C) that didn't keep shop¬ 


pers inside. She said this 
year her shop did more, 
“till-wise" and business 
was just as busy as other 
years. 

Country Christmas not 
only had merchants 
opened late hut the town 
had wagon rides through¬ 
out the night, pictures with 
Santa at the Train Station, 
reindeer and popcorn, hot- 
dog and hot chocolate 
sales. 

The chamber of com¬ 


merce also had a trailer 
parked out front of its 
building for locals to drop 
off donations for 
Christmas hampers. 

As the stock markets in 
America yo-yo and Canada 
risks having the same fears 
as Americans do when it 
comes to the economy and 
Christmas shopping the 
question remains exactly 
where does Canada stand? 

The province of Alberta 
released its second quarter 
report on November 18, in 
which it was stated that 
both revenue and surplus 
were down from first quar¬ 
ter. 

“While Alberta is not 
immune to the turmoil in 
world financial markets, 
we are extremely fortunate 
to be in the position we are 
today,” said Finance and 
Enterprise Minister Iris 
Evans. “We are well- 
placed to weather the glob¬ 
al economic crisis, benefit¬ 
ing as we do from a low tax 
environment, no provincial 
debt and an economy still 
predicted to grow next 
year.” 

The Conference Board of 
Canada forecasts Alberta’s 
economic growth in 2008, 
2009, and 2010 to be 1.2 per 
cent, 2.6 per cent, and 3.8 
per cent respectively.

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Effective January 1, 2009, Didsbury res¬ 
idents will be seeing an increase of 15 
cents per cubic metre to their water rates. 

The increase comes following the deci¬ 
sion by the Mountain View Regional 
Water Commission to begin work on 
twinning the water lines between Olds 
and the Anthony Henday Water 
Treatment Plant. 

“Didsbury has one of the lowest usage 
in terms of per capita,” said Bob 
Davidson, Didsbury councillor and water 
commission member. 

The increase is to offset the increased 
cost of an extra 15 cents per cubic metre 


being charged to the Town of Didsbury by 
the commission. 

The increase will be solely for the water 
usage and will not provide the town with 
revenue or be put towards water mainte¬ 
nance. 

Twinning of the line, which will cost 
approximately $40 million, is expected to 
help solve problems with being able to 
send enough water down the line from 
Innisfail to meet demand. 

Though the engineering work for the 
lines has already begun, the commission 
is waiting to get provincial approval to 
put in the line. 

The water commission provides water 
to Carstairs, Didsbury, Olds, Bowden and 
Innisfail.

Crime doesn’t pay

MLAs have passed new legislation that gives the province more 
power io seize property used to commit crimes, including drag 
offences and drank driving. 

Under the Victims Restitution and Compensation Payment Act, 
vehicles, weapons, and other property can be seized ;uul sold, with 
the proceeds going to victims and to programs that support victims 
and their families. 

The move is a good step, not only giving victims the support and 
compensation they need and deserve, but also perhaps acting as a 
deterrent to young people who may In' considering getting involved 
in criminal activity. 

While it would in' nice if the old adage that 'crime doesn’t pay’ real¬ 
ly was true, the sad fact is that in 2008 many criminal activities, 
including drug trafficking, remain very, very profitable for organized 
criminal gangs, including in west central Alberta. 

With the principle and primary motive for most criminal activity 
being the making of money, going after the profits and proceeds of 
crime is the best and perhaps only way to bring the fight directly to 
the criminals. 

.And if victims of crime get the help and compensation they 
deserve because of this new legislation, that's all the better. 

Defence lawyers may, of course, take exception to the new rales 
and launch lawsuits on behalf of their clients, perhaps arguing that 
taking away vehicles and other property used to commit crimes is 
unfair, making victims out of criminals. 

Yet, if future court challenges fail to topple the new legislation, it 
means bad times are ahead for Alberta’s criminals. 

And if this new legislation succeeds in “disrupting and dismantling 
the business of organized crime”, as Alison Redford, Minister of 
Justice and Attorney General says it will, then it’s good for Alberta.

Local auto dealer warns of dire consequences to auto sector collapse 


Re: “Say no to auto bailout”, in the Tuesday, Nov. 18, 
J008 issue o f the Didsbury Review 

As a member of the local automotive community I read 
with interest the article by Adam Taylor and Kevin Gaudet. 
I think it is important to look at what has caused the man¬ 
ufacturers to 1 h* in the position to require assistance. The 
vehicle sales rate in North American has been moving at a 
relatively steady clip of 17.5 million units |x*r year for sev¬ 
eral years. As the extent of the credit problems became 
known this rate Ls estimated to have slowed to 11.5 million 
units per year or less. As the Big Three have approximate¬ 
ly 50% market share this equates to over three million less 
sales or a 34% decrease in sales in a very short period of 
time. Due to the credit crunch in the United States it has 
become almost impossible for Ford, Chrysler and General 
Motors to access working capital from the sources that 
were available to them not long ago. 

I am not a proponent of bailouts or cash subsidies to 
business. I do, however, believe that our governments 
should consider the long-term consequences of either 
action or inaction. 

What will happen if the governments of the United 
States and Canada support the industry to carry them 
through a very volatile time? Experts believe the current 
crisis will likely end somewhere between mid 2009 and 
mid 2010. Stipulations should lx* put in place that any 
funding must lx* backixl up with shan*s and if a loan Ls 
given, repayment must begin at a specific point in time. 
Support should be by way of investment which could 
bring income as the current low share prices improve. 

Unfair to exclude 

My name is Naomi and recently I found out that 1 was 
no longer allowed to hang out in the lobby of the arena 
because some kids are vandalizing and being rude to the 
arena staff.

I»an guarantees enable the companies to access funds 
without any cash outlay by government. My understanding 
is that the Big Three are asking for the loan guarantee 
option anil not a cash bailout as has been reported in the 
above-mentioned article and elsewhere. 

What happens if the two governments do not support 
the industry? At least one of these companies is likely to 
fail. As I own a General Motors dealership in Olds 1 have 
more statistics on GM, so let’s consider the consequences 
of the North American economy without General Motors. 
GM directly employs approximately 105,600 people in 
Canada and the United States. (AIkhiI 10% of these figures 
would be in Canada and 90% in the United States). GM has 
7,150 dealers employing around 374,000 people. In many 
smaller communities, the auto dealers are one of the larger 
employers in the community. 

What would it mean if the industry failed? At present 
one in 10 jobs in the United States and one in seven jobs in 
Canada are directly or indirectly tied to the automotive 
industry. In 2007 GM purchased over $30 billion in parts 
from over 2,000 suppliers doing business in 46 states. They 
also purchased supplies from many suppliers in Canada, 
but I do not have those figures available. The company 
currently covers 522,500 pensioners in both countries and 
has over one million registered shareholders. Up to 3.3 
million jobs would likely be lost in the first year as suppli¬ 
ers are not paid and many of them would likely fail as 
well. Government tax losses could be as high as $172 bil¬ 
lion. The unemployed would find it hard to obtain new 
work in their local areas as so many people flood the mar- 


wrong. To this point we have never done anything 
wrong, we just want to warm up as the heaters are 
never on in the arena. I go to the arena because my 
brother has hockey practice, I always go to the prac¬ 
tices because he is my brother and I want to support 
him, but now we are being punished for something we 
had no responsibility for. We are being punished for 
other people's poor behaviour. 

In defence of the staff, there are kids who go to the 
arena just to hang out, but there are many of us siblings 
who have a reason to be at the arena. Again, I will say

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ket in an economy already slowing due to the current 
credit situation. Incidental six ietal costs involving employ¬ 
ment insurance and medical expenses would skyrocket 
es|xxially in Canada Consumer confidence would bo 
shaken and the economy would suffer an even greater 
blow worldwide. 

How would this affix? our lix al economy? There are 
thrix* franchised dealerships in Olds: Cam Clark Ford, Olds 
Dixlge and Hildebrand Motors (GM). Collectively we 
employ 93 people. Our payroll amounts to $11.28 million 
per year. We each purchase supplies from local businesses 
and bring many customers to Olds from other areas. We 
pay tens of thousands of dollars in taxes locally. We sup¬ 
port our community with contributions to local hockey 
programs, swim clubs, golf clubs, service clubs, schools 
and colleges, hospitals, churches and many others to the 
extent of over $200,000 annually. Without assistance for 
the manufacturing sector we are at risk of losing what 1 
believe to be valuable resources for our community. 

Many of these figures came from Rick Wagoner, the 
chairman and C.E. O. of General Motors in his address to 
Congress. These figures an* estimates of a chain reaction 
which has yet to materialize. Most economists do agree 
that the loss of the North American auto industry would 
have a catastrophic effect on our economy for years to 
come. If they are half right at the end of the day, loan guar¬ 
antees are a small price to pay to avoid the pain we will all 
face if the auto sector should fail.

Community Engagement Site Project Manager, Allan 
Tamoczi, was present at Didsbury’s town council 
meeting on Tuesday night to update council on the 
community engagement site and the projects that are 
going on with Olds Community Learning Campus. 

“When we talk about our rural communities we’re 
disadvantaged and face barriers that they don’t face in 
a number of those urban communities," Tamoczi said, 
“there’s geographic 

separation that isolates us from some services." 

“With those problems in mind,” Tarnoczi said, “and a 
desire to serve all those groups [Tom Thompson, 
President of Olds College and Jim Gibbons, 
Superintendent of Chinook’s Edge] put together, as an 
extension of the Community Learning Campus, some 
community engagement sites.” 

Normally a community engagement site is a set of 
rooms, small offices, one with a stand-alone video con-

ferencing unit with monitor and camera built in and 
another room being the studio that receives and trans¬ 
mits information outside. “Not only does rural Alberta 
get the opportunity to get the best of what’s out there, 
they have the opportunity to share their expertise to 
the world." 

Tarnoczi mentioned that although the centres were 
originally set up to aid students, both high school and 
post-secondary, “our goal is to open these up to the 
public." 

Tarnoczi gave several examples that would be able 
to work with this type of site such as having video con¬ 
ferencing for meetings that would otherwise require 
someone to travel on a constant basis. He shared an 
example of how he had to take his daughter, who had 
dislocated her shoulder, to a doctor in Calgary to 
assess her physical range of motion. “I want you just 
to change tin' story a little bit . ..how many of our elder¬ 
ly people in this community...have to drive all the way 
down to Calgary or Red Deer for something very simi¬ 
lar. Wouldn’t it be nice if they could go down to a local 
place [and have a consult),” Tarnoczi said, quickly 
adding that of course not all consults could be done 
this way but most definitely some could be. 

Tarnoczi discussed much of the site with a focus on 
video conferencing because he said it was probably 
the most successful to date but he mentioned it would 
not be limited to just video conferencing. “What we’re 
trying to do is explore some of those other uses that sit 
under the heading of Internet." 

Tarnoczi said that the site would not be limited to 
local residents, students or businesses. “We’re also 
looking at government departments who are struggling 
to meet their mandates...a number of those depart¬ 
ments are really finding it a challenge to actually meet 


those mandates and roll them out to the rural areas.” 

With a site already up and running in Delburne, 
Tarnoczi said that by September of 2010 they hoped to 
have all 12 sites ready. Tarnoczi said that Sundre’s site 
was “just about ready to go," with Bowden, Red Deer 
and Cremona’s sites to follow. By next September, 
Elnora, Penhold and Spruce View should have their 
sites up and running. Didsbury, C'arstairs, Innisfail and 
Sylvan Lake are to follow, completing the sites by 
September 2010. 

Tarnoczi said that Carstairs would have the CES 
placed in the public library that is attached to the 
school as well. Innisfail was also going to be looking 
at their library as being central hub for the community 
engagement site. 

“Didsbury has a different profile than the smaller 
communities we’ve been in so far...” Tarnoczi said 
referring to the town having three schools so it would 
be difficult to identify which one was most accessible 
to the community. He urged that council take the ini¬ 
tiative to ensure the site would fit for the community. 

Mayor Wittal suggested that with plans of having a 
new municipal building built it could house the com¬ 
munity engagement site there. Though they are in the 
preliminary stages of the building they would need to 
understand what was needed for dedicated space to 
have this facility put in place. 

Funding for the sites is coming from the Community 
Learning Campus as well as Rural Alberta 
Development Fund, who are providing a large part of 
the funding for the rural sites. Tarnoczi emphasized 
the importance of municipalities’ involvement in order 
for the sites to be successful. “Our goal is to have these 
sites sustainable and operating under their own 
steam.” 


Town joins ICLEI 

In town council’s meeting 
on Tuesday night, council 
moved to become a part of 
the ICLEI Local Government 
for Sustainability. Municipal 
project specialist, Brittany Hutton, said that joining 
ICLEI would allow the town “vast array of access to 
information." 

ICLEI is a membership association of local govern¬ 
ments and national and regional local government 
associations that have made a unique commitment to 
sustainable development. 

The membership cost for the town is $600 and will be 
taken out of the planning and development budget. 

Ill animal control complaints 

Alberta Animal Service Office Ryan Anderson sub¬ 
mitted his report regarding animal control enforce¬ 
ment for October to town council. In the 75 hours he 
spent on animal control, seven animal control tickets 
were served, 13 animal control complaints were 
received, investigated and concluded and three cats 
and one dog were impounded.

West glen Middle School has been granted funding by 
the town to host Katy Hutchison.
